New Salem Church, Chilton County, Ala., Sept. 23, 1896 
This being the day appointed for the meeting, the people 
assembled at New Salem church, and. at 11 :a.m. the introduc- 
tory services were held by R. M. Honeycutt, the appointed sub- 
ject Rom. L2 ch. 1 and 2 verses. At one thirty p.m. the Associ- 
ation was called to order by Elder J. M. Langston, the former 
Moderator, who appointed Brethren J. W. Moore and L. B. 
Pounds to read the letters, whereupon the roll was called and the 
letters read and the names of delegates enrolled as follows :

The Moderator then appointed the following committees, 
which are to report to this body.

On Finance — D. Z. Woolley, A. J. Lee, T. G. Williams. 

On motion, A. Glasscock and Monroe Hubbard were receiv- 
ed as delegates from Macedonia church. 

The Constitution, Articles of Faith, and Rules of Decorum 
were then rend. 

A motion was then made to rescind the act of the Associa- 
tion in receiving the brethren from Mineral Springs church and 
Macedonia church on the ground of its being unconstitutional. 
Motion prevailed. 

Committee on Devotion made the following report — Prayer 
and song service to-morrow at 8:30 a.m., conducted by S. 
Smitherman ; at 11 -.a.m. Missionary sermon by S. M. Adams. 

The Moderator then appointed Committee on Nominations 
as follows : Z. J. Corley, Y. O.. Freeman and W. A. Mims. 

The Association then adjourned until 9 a.m. to-morrow.

Second Day. 

The service was conducted by Brother Smitherman and was 
much enjoyed by those present. 

At 9 130 the Moderator called the body to order and proceed- 
ed to business. 1st , called the roll. On motion the Moderator 
appointed a committee of three, to wit : R. M. Honeycutt, John 
Hewitt and W. M. Wood to ascertain the cause of Waxahatchie 
church not being represented in the Association, and report to 
the ne*t session of this body. 

The report of Committee on Sabbath-schools was then read 
and after discussion, was adopted. 

RKPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 

To the j\ Fulberry Association. 

We, your Committee on Sabbath-schools, beg leave to submit 
the following report. We believe the Sabbath-school within 
the Mulberry Association is on the gaining ground to some ex- 
tent, but not to as great an extent as it should be, nor as it would 
be if we, as professors of religion, were discharging our duties 
as we should. We believe that the Sabbath-school is one of the 
best places known for brethren and sisters to meet and read and 
study the Word of God, and to teach it to the young and rising 
generation and thereby instill in their minds the blessed truths 
contained in the Bible, which we believe will be the means of 
helping to bring them to Christ. We believe that the young 
people who are trained in a good Sabbath-school are much easier 



reached by the preaching of the gospel than those who have not 
had this Sabbath-school training; therefore, brethren, let us all 
wake up to our duty as Sabbath-school workers and keep our 
Sabbath-school running the year round, and may the blessings of 
God be upon us in so doing.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE.

Intemperance 
in the use of strong drink has laid its hand of distress on more 
innocent women and children, through drunken husbands, than 
all other evils. It leads to ill-treatment to wife and children, 
and the home is neglected in every good work where drunk- 
enness is common, therefore, let us labor to be more temperate 
in all things, and prohibitionist in the use of strong drink.

We feel that no 
brother should be sent out by the church to preach the Gospel to 
the people until the church knows that by his work he has been 
called of God and has been taught of God. We believe that a 
preacher must first be educated in the heart to preach the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ in the right way to sinners. We feel, brethren, 
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that no one can do anything that he knows nothing about. 
Brethren, God has promised us all that is needful if we will 
keep His commandments. We feel that when God calls a man 
to do work he knows it and that he should go about the work as 
God directs him. Brethren, let us have God's way, not ours, 
God's Word and not ours. Let us pray that God will direct us 
right. Brethren, we should read and study God's Word that 
we may be able to know what is our duty that we may be bless- 
ed. God will be with His children and bless them when they 
serve Him. Brethren, let us be more like Christ's disciples, they 
went about the Master's work in the name of the Master, and in 
His power God helps us to carry out the commands. We feel 
that it is right to help our ministers. We are taught that in 
God's Word*. Now, bretiiren, we feel and see the need of more 
education and love for. the cause of Christ. We pray that the 
time is near at hand when Christians will wake up to a dis- 
charge of duty, and love God with our whole heart and serve 
Him to divine acceptance.

er that our people are too willing to this, and that we are all to 
blame. Your Committee would earnestly recommend and in- 
sist upon the members of our Association that they give this 
matter more thought and let us come to the help of those engag- 
ed in this work, and not only be hearers of the Word but doers 
of the work.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ORPHANS' HOME. 

The orphanage is located at Evergreen, Conecuh county. 
Every Baptist in Alabama should know the history of the Or- 
phans' Home. We feel safe in saying that it is an institution of 
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God's own appointment. The people have nobly supported it. 
The property is paid for. A dining room is much needed, as 
well as sick room. Some seventy-five children have been sent 
to the Orphans' Home, and about thirty-eight of them have been 
«ent to good homes. The children are being taught not only in 
literature, but to labor with their hands. Rev. J. W. Stewart 
has charge of this institution, he is one of our best business men 
as well as one of our most consecrated and useful ministers. Mrs. 
Ansley is the very one to preside over the children. Oh, who 
could withhold their giving to a home for children who have no 
father, no mother and no home, G. W. Frbbman. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON HOME RELIGION. 
We, \%>ur Committee on Home Religion, beg leave to say
